Woodville  is  supplied  by  the  Ashby  and  Swadlin- 
cote Water  Board  from  the  Milton  Reservoirs.  There 
are,  however,  several  houses  at  the  highest  part  of  this 
parish  which  cannot  be  so  supplied  from  the  present 
reservoir  by  gravitation. 

Ticknall  is  supplied  from  a reservoir  of  upland 
spring  water  pumped  through  the  village  to  stand- 
pipes by  windmill  and  auxiliary  pump. 

Hartshorne  is  supplied  from  the  Several  Woods 
Springs. 

Overseal,  Netherseal  and  Smisby  are  supplied  from 
wells.  In  Overseal  the  supply  is  often  unsatisfactory 
in  quantity  and  quality. 

There  is  no  serious  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in 
the  district. 

Woodville  is  completely  sewered  to  the  Sewage 
Farm  on  the  Burton  Road. 

Ticknall  has  a main  sewer  running  down  the  main 
street,  and  discharging  into  the  old  lime  pits.  No 
offence  has  arisen  during  the  year. 

Hartshorne  sewage  is  mainly  dealt  with  by  irriga- 
tion in  ditches,  and  continually  part  finds  its  way  into 
the  brook,  but  only  a small  quantity  and  no  offence  is 
caused. 

Overseal  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  irrigation  and 
settling  tanks.  The  sewerage  and  disposal  in  this 
village  is  complicated  by  the  varying  levels  and  the 
canal. 

Netherseal  has  small  intercepting  tanks  with  irrig- 
ation in  ditches  of  the  effluent.  The  sewage  is  only 
slop  water.  The  same  conditions  exist  at  Smisby. 

In  Woodville  the  W.C.  is  the  chief  accommodation 
with  some  privy  middens.  In  all  the  other  parishes 
the  privy  midden  is  the  main  accommodation  with  a 
few  pan  closets.

Throughout  the  district  the  scavenging  is  either  by 
contract  (Woodville  and  Overseal)  with  disposal  to 
public  tip,  or  carried  out  by  tenants  or  landlords 
with  disposal  on  land. 

A copy  of  this  is  printed  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

Smisby,  Woodville  and  Overseal  are  provided  with 
modern  Council  Schools,  excellently  lighted  and  ven- 
tilated, but  not  always  perfectly  warmed  by  the  pipes 
and  radiators  provided. 

Woodville  and  Overseal  also  possess  Church  of 
England  Schools.  This  School  at  Overseal  is  not 
satisfactorily  lighted  or  ventilated  and  requires  lav- 
atory accommodation.  Stoves  are  the  source  of 
heating. 

Netherseal  Church  of  England  School  has  been 
recently  enlarged  and  considerably  improved. 

Hartshorne  Church  of  England  School  is  supplied 
from  the  Several  Springs  water  supply,  and  has 
recently  had  improved  sanitary  arrangements  carried 
out. 

As  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  district  I have 
inspected  about  499  children,  of  these  14  per  cent,  were 
found  to  be  verminous  ; 7‘3  per  cent,  had  defective 
vision  ; 22'4  per  cent,  suffered  from  Nasal  Obstruction 
due  to  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  ; 2‘9  per  cent,  had 
Phthisis  and  2*8  per  cent.  Tuberculosis  of  other  organs  ; 
4*8  per  cent,  were  dull  and  backward  ; 1 only  was 
found  to  be  mentally  deficient ; 45  per  cent,  are  un- 
vaccinated. 

The  attendance  of  parents  at  all  Schools  is  very 
good.  Their  attention  to  the  advice  given  is  marked, 
and  there  is  now  no  difficulty  in  95  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  in  getting  the  necessary  treatment  for  the  child’s 
welfare  carried  out,  though  some  years  ago  it  was  the 
exception  for  the  operative  treatment  of  enlarged 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids  to  be  secured.

There  is  a marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  throats  and  the  teeth  of  the  children;  their  cloth- 
ing is  seldom  defective  or  unclean  ; their  physique  is 
seldom  below  normal. 

One  School  was  closed  during  the  year  for  Measles 
for  3 weeks. 

Cases  of  defective  vision  are  treated  at  the  Swad- 
lincote Centre. 

Cases  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  principally  at  Derby. 

Verminous  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  School  Nurses, 
and  the  services  of  the  District  Nurses  are  utilised  in 
other  cases  when  thought  desirable. 

The  work  of  the  School  Nurse  for  this  district  is 
most  satisfactory,  especially  in  regard  to  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  treated  in  their  own  homes. 

Including  Tuberculosis  there  were  only  53  cases 
notified.  Of  these  15  were  due  to  Tuberculosis;  25 
to  Scarlet  Fever;  5 to  Diphtheria;  1 to  Enteric 
(Typhoid  Fever);  4 to  Erysipelas;  1 to  Malaria; 
2 to  Pneumonia. 

13  of  these  occurred  in  Woodville,  the  rest  were 
distributed  over  the  district.  4 of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  Swannington  Hospital. 

Only  5 cases  were  notified.  Antitoxin  was  used  in 
every  case,  supplied  gratis  by  your  Council.  No 
case  has  been  removed  to  hospital  since  Antitoxin 
has  been  supplied  through  me  to  the  Medical 
Attendants. 

Measles  were  prevalent  throughout  the  district,  and 
Ticknall  School  was  closed  for  three  weeks  owing  to 
an  epidemic  of  this  disease.  1 death  was  caused 
by  Influenza  ; 1 death  was  caused  by  Whooping 
Cough ; and  4 by  Tuberculosis  of  Lungs,  and  1 by 
Tuberculosis  of  other  organs. 


No  other  death  was  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 


Housing. 


Infectious  Disease  is  dealt  with  by  the  supply  of 
disinfectants  and  advice  upon  isolation,  and  exclusion 
from  school  of  patients,  and  contacts  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Swannington 
Hospital — which  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  Committee  of  the  County  of 
Leicester — is  still  open  for  the  treatment  of  cases 
from  this  district.  Infected  premises  are  disinfected 
with  sulphur  and  glyco-formalin. 

For  Tuberculosis  cases  the  Tuberculin  Dispensary 
at  Burton  is  in  constant  use,  and  Chesterfield  Sana- 
torium receives  those  requiring  in-patient  treatment. 

Under  Section  17  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning 
Act,  1909,  57  houses  have  been  inspected.  No  closing 
orders  have  been  issued  and  no  cases  of  overcrowding 
have  been  dealt  with  in  consequence  of  the  deficiency 
of  housing  accommodation  in  the  district. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  houses  under  the 
Housing  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been 
under  consideration  during  the  year.  Difficulties 
have  arisen  over  the  question  of  sites  and  prices.  No 
houses  have  yet  been  erected. 

33  houses  have  been  repaired  after  issue  of  notices 
by  the  Inspector,  and  10  have  been  voluntarily  re- 
paired by  the  owners. 

A large  number — 236 — of  minor  defects  and 
nuisances  have  been  notified  by  your  Inspector,  and 
231  have  been  remedied  or  abated  after  notice  issued. 

There  are  59  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops  on 
the  register,  and  10  nuisances  in  these  premises  have 
been  dealt  with. 

There  are  14  Bakehouses,  and  4 nuisances  abated. 

18  Slaughterhouses  have  been  inspected,  and  2 
nuisances  abated. 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  or  Offensive 
Trades  carried  on  in  the  district. 

The  question  of  the  Water  Supply  from  a source  in 
Smisby  Parish  to  Woodville,  Hartshorne  and  Over- 
seal has  been  the  subject  of  an  enquiry  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  is  still  under  consideration.
